The new paper ii 
the result of jcars of experiments bj 
railway ticket printers, and it has been 
formally approved b} the Nationaj 
Association of General Passenger aqd 
Ticket Agents.

this paper will retain an} thing written 
on it in ink until the last particle ol 
the paper is liestrojed. If a knife 
eraser be used upon it, the fact wifl 
at once be evident, since the iurfaet 
of the ticket vtill be destrojed, show- 
ing the inside of the paprr, which will 
be of another eoloi.
